Someone has sa id : “Our Constitu­ 
tion was created to serve the country 
's the skin serves the hmiy, a protect­ 
ing covering, the product of our owl 
blood, cxpandinjf into the increasing 
tature of the body, yet continuously 
ti*ong and unbroken.” 
The changes 
*n the skin are made gradually aud 
imperceptibly, the new always fashion- 
(I in the image of the old, 
The Con­ 
stitution. by the skill of its framers, 
was made so that it might meet new 
demands and new conditions. 
And 
o when and if other changa are 
nude, if those who w rite the changes 
will give proper study, they will be 
made in that same certain way, so 
hat the instrum ent shall always be 
complete, never too small for the body 
of the people, never so large as to in­ 
clude statements which should not l»e 
contained therein. 
The Constitution as originally writ 
ten were made under the terms there­ 
of, that the amendments should “Be 
valid to all Intents and purposes as a 
part 
of 
the 
Gonstitmion 
as 
first 
w ritten.” 
»So in truth and in fact 
ihere is no such thing us an ammend- 
ment to the Constitution and it is 
Incorrect to si>eak of he Sixteenth or 
Nimeonth or any other Ammeadmont 
to the Constitution because they are 
now to ail Intents and purposes part 
of the original instrum ent. 
And so 
when you speak of repealing an am* 
mendmcnt to the (’oustitn ion, you 
;peak of taking out a particular part 
thereof. 
If you w’ere to take away a part ot 
the skin of your body. whether that 
part 
which was developed in yoni 
childhood or that which came in later 
years, to meet the demands of your 
enlarging body, serious injury woukl 
likely come. 
Sometimes, in order to 
save life, it is necessary to remove 
tim skin from one part of the body 
and perhaps to ingraft it upon anoth­ 
er part in order to protect and save 
the body. 
And so, it may become 
necessary to change a part of the 
Constitution of the United States, hut 
* his should only he done to improve 
the condition of tile whole body politic 
and can only he done by removing a 
part of the Constitution itself. 
But what Is our Constitution? 
Our Constitution was not written 
to give more liberty in the usual ac­ 
ceptance of that term, but to restrain. 
to hold under control-
